The past year was a landmark one for the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, with the exhibition From Cézanne to Matisse: 
Great French Paintings from The Barnes Foundation as 
its highlight. During its 16-week run in Toronto, the 
exhibition, known as The Barnes Exhibit, was visited by 
597,127 people, the Gallery’s largest exhibition atten- 
dance in over 15 years. The enthusiastic public response 
resulted in major economic benefits for the Gallery, the 
city, the province and the country. 

The Gallery launched a number of programs this year 
that underlined its commitment to encouraging new ways 
of seeing and thinking about art. These programs explore 
current issues in art and contemporary culture and posi- 
tion the Gallery as a forum for dialogue and debate. The 
new family programming allows visitors of all ages to 
explore the Gallery’s collection through stories and music 
and to discover a variety of art concepts through hands- 
on experiences. 

The Gallery took significant steps this year toward 
achieving its vision as an intellectual, cultural and social 
centre and is clearly demonstrating its vital role in 
today’s society.

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The past year was a landmark one for the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. A number of major successes reaffirmed the 
Gallery’s reputation for program excellence and rein- 
forced its position as a major force in attracting cultural 
tourism to Ontario. 

The year’s highlight was the exhibition From Cézanne 
to Matisse: Great French Paintings from The Barnes 
Foundation. This exhibition featured 83 works by major 
French Impressionists, Post-Impressionists and early 
Modernists, which, until 1993, were housed exclusively at 
The Barnes Foundation in Merion, Pennsylvania. The Art 
Gallery of Ontario successfully competed with 20 
museums worldwide to be the fifth venue in the exhi- 
bition’s exclusive international tour, which also includ- 
ed Washington, Paris, Tokyo, Fort Worth, Philadelphia 
and Munich. During its 16-week run in Toronto, the exhi- 
bition, known as The Barnes Exhibit, was visited by 
597,127 people — the North American attendance record 
for the exhibition — and during this time, the Gallery was 
the number one tourist attraction in Toronto. Indeed, 
approximately 60 percent of our visitors came from out- 
side Metropolitan Toronto. The Barnes Exhibit was both 
a critical and a financial success. Gallery memberships 
increased by more than 7,500, the food and beverage ser- 
vices grossed roughly $1 million, and the Gallery Shop 
sold more than $5.5 million worth of merchandise. 
Overall, the exhibition generated $2.6 million in net 
revenues for the Gallery, which significantly reduced the 
institution’s operating debt. The Gallery is now on a 
more sound financial footing from which it can pur- 
sue similar exhibition opportunities for the people of 
Ontario in the future. 

The Gallery was not alone in benefitting from The 
Barnes Exhibit. An independent study commissioned by 
the Government of Ontario ascertained that The Barnes 
Exhibit stimulated the production of $137 million in 
goods and services across Ontario, generating more than 
2,000 jobs and $42 million in federal, provincial and 
municipal taxes. Visitors spent in total close to $75 mil- 
lion in Ontario. Overall, these results reinforce the critical 
role that the cultural tourism industry can play in revital- 
izing the economic health of the province. 

In many ways, promoting the voice of the contempo- 
rary artist is central to the role of a public institution at 
the end of the 20th century. One of the Gallery’s primary 
goals has been the development of an exhibition program 
that engages artists through various initiatives, bringing a 
contemporary point of view to all that we do. The Gallery 
is committed to making art accessible to all audiences 
and was particularly pleased to include in its 1994/95 
program exhibitions by such contemporary artists as 
Thomas Struth, Gary Hill, Bruce Nauman, Panya Clark, 


Dan Graham, Carlo Cesta and Sarah Stevenson. The 
Michael Snow Project, a major retrospective of the 
artist’s work co-organized by the Art Gallery of Ontario 
and The Power Plant, Contemporary Art Gallery at 
Harbourfront Centre, concluded its successful run at the 
Art Gallery of Ontario and three components of the exhi- 
bition travelled to communities throughout the province 
including Thunder Bay, Sudbury, Windsor, Stratford and 
Peterborough. 

The Gallery also launched a number of programs that 
underlined its commitment to encourage new ways of see- 
ing and thinking about art. Gallery talks encouraged mul- 
tiple perspectives on our exhibitions, including presenta- 
tions by such community “voices” as artists, architects, 
musicians, filmmakers and authors. To affirm the 
Gallery’s role as a forum for discussion and debate, a new 
program series entitled “Perspectives on Art and 
Contemporary Culture” was initiated to explore current 
issues in art and contemporary culture. One theme in this 
series, “Drawing the Line: Censorship and Sexuality,” 
explored the issue of sexual norms and representation in 
works of art through a variety of talks, lectures, films, 
readings and discussions. Another theme, “Locating 
Communities,” addressed issues of community, identity 
and displacement. This program met with great success, 
and we look forward to its continuation in 1995/96. 

In response to a growing demand for family activities, 
the Gallery launched Family Sundays in January. Families 
can now explore the Gallery’s collection through stories 
and music, create their own masterpieces and discover a 
variety of art concepts through hands-on experiences. The 
Gallery also invited the public to interact with its exhibi- 
tions through its new Community Project program. The 
Ontario College of Art presented an installation in 
response to the exhibition Dan Graham: Public/Private, 
and Ballantrae Public School in Stouffville presented an 
installation in response to The Barnes Exhibit. 

Many of the Gallery’s exhibitions and programs would 
not have been possible without the sponsorship of the 
corporate sector. Of particular note is the generosity of 
Gluskin Sheff & Associates Inc., who provided an 
unprecedented level of support of $1 million for The 
Barnes Exhibit, the largest single sponsorship ever made 
to a visual arts institution. Other major corporate sup- 
porters in 1994/95 included Nelvana, which, in addition 
to donating its early live action and animation archives to 
the Gallery, has also committed to being the principal 
sponsor of the Gallery’s family programming activities, 
including March Break, for the next four years. The 
Gallery has also received strong support throughout the 
year from foundations: The Tecolote Foundation enabled 
the Gallery to reinstall its collection of 18th-century

British art; The Laidlaw Foundation supported the series 
“Perspectives on Art and Contemporary Culture”; and 
The Henry White Kinnear Foundation funded our new 
Education Theatre, a much-needed facility that will be 
dedicated to specialized educational programs. 

The Gallery was fortunate to receive outstanding sup- 
port from the private sector this year, particularly gifts of 
works of art. More than 1,250 works were donated. The 
works of art received were remarkable in their represen- 
tation of historical periods, artists and related objects. 
The growth of the collection in the past year reinforced 
the Gallery’s belief that the works of art it collects for the 
people of Ontario are a precious intellectual resource, and 
a key to understanding our cultural heritage. Building the 
collection in depth and with carefully determined focus 
allows us to concentrate resources and develop a unique 
profile in the community of museums. 

In this context, one of the many outstanding gifts 
received this past year is a remarkable example. The 
Gallery was pleased to accept an important anonymous 
gift of some 240 European Old Master frames from one 
of the most distinguished collections of its type assembled 
in our time. Their extraordinary craftsmanship represents 
the highest quality and best examples of Renaissance, 
Baroque, Rococo, Neo-Classical, Biedermeier and Empire 
from Italy, France, Spain, The Netherlands, Germany and 
England. This generous gift affords the Gallery the unpar- 
alleled opportunity to study, document, publish and 
exhibit frame history. 

The Volunteer Committee continued its unfailing sup- 
port throughout the year. The committee’s major fund- 
raising project for 1994/95, Art in Bloom, featured mag- 
nificent flower arrangements in the galleries inspired by 


masterpieces in the collection. The committee also gener- 
ously sponsored one of the Gallery’s Inuit galleries in hon- 
our of all the volunteers. An annual bursary was estab- 
lished this year to support students in the Gallery School’s 
Advanced Studio program. I must also highlight the criti- 
cal role of the volunteers during The Barnes Exhibit. 
More than 1,700 additional volunteers were recruited to 
meet and greet visitors and assist with operations in the 
retail areas, and the audio tour service operated during 
the exhibition was undertaken by the volunteers as a joint 
venture with Acoustiguide of Canada. The Gallery 
depends on the support that is so unselfishly given each 
year by our volunteers, and we are deeply grateful for 
their commitment to this institution. 

This year, the Gallery faced the departure of its direc- 
tor, Glenn Lowry. While we regretted his parting, we were 
very proud of his accomplishments during his four-year 
directorship and wish him every success in his position as 
director at the Museum of Modern Art in New York. We 
look forward to working with Glenn’s successor, Maxwell 
Anderson, formerly director of the Michael C. Carlos 
Museum in Atlanta. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the trustees 
of our Board and Foundation for so generously dedicating 
their time and expertise to the Gallery. Each of our trustees 
takes a keen interest in the stability and growth of this 
institution. The proactive way in which our trustees and 
staff members work together generates an energy that 
makes the Art Gallery of Ontario one of the most innov- 
ative and dynamic cultural institutions in Canada. 

I would also like to thank the staff of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario for their hard work and enthusiasm. From the 
outset, this year presented many formidable challenges 
that our staff met with a remarkable display of creativity, 
effort and sheer tenacity, demonstrating an overwhelming 
dedication. As a result, I believe the Gallery has emerged 
as a stronger and more vital institution. 

I am privileged to be part of this organization of out- 
standing individuals, and I look forward to even more 
achievements in the coming year as the Gallery moves 
toward its vision as an intellectual, cultural and social 
centre.

RAPPORT DU PRESIDENT 


Lannée 1994-1995 fera date dans l’histoire du Musée des 
beaux-arts de |’Ontario. Plusieurs grandes réalisations ont 
attesté la réputation d’excellence du Musée et son apport 
capital au tourisme culturel de |’Ontario. 

Lannée 1994-1995 restera sans conteste l’année de 
lexpositon De Cézanne a Matisse : Chefs-d’ceuvre de la 
Fondation Barnes qui réunissait 83 peintures impression- 
nistes, post-impressionnistes et modernes; des chefs-d’ceu- 
vre qui, avant 1993, n’avaient jamais quitté la Fondation 
Barnes a Merion (Pennsylvanie). Le Musée des beaux-arts 
de l’Ontario a fait concurrence a vingt musées a travers le 
monde pour devenir la cinquiéme étape du circuit inter- 
national de |’exposition qui a été présentée a Washington, 
Paris, Tokyo, Fort Worth, Philadelphie et Munich. A 
Toronto, l’exposition a attiré 597 127 visiteurs au cours 
d’une période de 16 semaines — nombre record de visiteurs 
en Amérique du Nord. Au cours de cette période, le 
Musée des beaux-arts de l’Ontario s’est révélé l’attrait 
touristique par excellence de Toronto. En effet, environ 
60 % des visiteurs ont affirmé habiter a l’extérieur du 
Toronto métropolitain. Saluée et par le public et par la 
critique, l’exposition Barnes a également été une grande 
réussite financiére. Durant l’exposition, le Musée a 
accueilli plus de 7 500 nouveaux membres; les services ali- 
mentaires ont obtenu une recette brute d’un million de 
dollars; et les ventes de la Boutique ont atteint 5,5 mil- 
lions de dollars. Dans l’ensemble, I’exposition Barnes a 
généré des revenus nets de 2,6 millions, ce qui permettra 
au Musée de réduire considérablement son déficit d’ex- 
ploitation. Fort d’une situation financiére nettement plus 
solide, le Musée sera davantage en mesure de proposer a 
la population de Ontario des expositions de grande 
envergure. 

Le Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario n’a pas été le 
seul a bénéficier des retombées économiques de I’exposi- 
tion Barnes. Selon une étude réalisée pour le compte du 
gouvernement de |’Ontario, l’exposition Barnes a stimulé 
la production de biens et de services d’une valeur de 137 
millions de dollars a travers l’Ontario, créant plus de 
2000 emplois et générant 42 millions de dollars en 
taxes fédérales, provinciales et municipales. Les visi- 
teurs de exposition ont dépensé prés de 75 millions 
de dollars en Ontario. Ces chiffres confirment le réle 
capital que peut jouer l’industrie du tourisme dans la re- 
vitalisation de l’économie de la province. 

A la fin du 20° siécle, préter voix aux artistes contem- 
porains est, a maints égards, intrinséque au role d’une 
institution publique. En 1994-1995, le Musée s’est 
employé a élaborer un programme d’expositions qui pri- 
vilégie l’intervention des artistes, donnant ainsi un carac- 
tere d’actualité a toutes ses initiatives. Voué a mettre I’art 
a la portée de tous, le Musée a proposé a ses visiteurs 


une série d’expositions d’artistes contemporains, dont 
Thomas Struth, Gary Hill, Bruce Nauman, Panya Clark, 
Dan Graham, Carlo Cesta et Sarah Stevenson. Le Projet 
Michael Snow, le fruit d’une collaboration entre le Musée 
des beaux-arts de l|’Ontario et le Power Plant, a remporté 
un franc succés. Trois volets de cette rétrospective majeure 
de lceuvre de Michael Snow ont été circulés a travers la 
province, notamment a Thunder Bay, Sudbury, Windsor, 
Stratford et Peterborough. 

En 1994-1995, le Musée a élaboré une gamme de pro- 
grammes qui encouragent de nouvelles facons de voir et 
de penser l’art. La participation d’intervenants de divers 
secteurs de la société — artistes, professeurs, architectes, 
musiciens, cinéastes et auteurs — a une série de conférences 
a permis d’aborder les expositions sous des perspectives 
différentes. Soucieux de s’imposer comme un centre 
favorisant les échanges et les débats, le Musée a amorcé la 
série « Perspectives on Art and Contemporary Culture » 
qui s’articule autour des dossiers artistiques et culturels de 
V’heure. Dans le cadre de cette série « Drawing the Line: 
Censorship and Sexuality » examinait la question de la 
représentation sexuelle dans les ceuvres d’art a travers une 
série de causeries, de communications, de films, de lec- 
tures et de débats, et « Locating Communities » traitait de 
la question de la collectivité, de Pidentité et du déplace- 
ment. Etant donné son grand succés, la série se poursui- 
vra en 1995-1996. 

En janvier, le Musée a lancé les « dimanches-familles » 
qui permettent aux parents et enfants de découvrir la 
collection par le biais de la narration et de la musique, 
de créer leurs propres chefs-d’ceuvre et d’explorer divers 
concepts artistiques. Le Musée a également mis en ceuvre 
« Community Project » qui encourage le public a réagir 
aux expositions. Dans le cadre de ce programme, les étu- 
diants de l’Ontario College of Art ont créé une installation 
en réponse a l’exposition Dan Graham: Public/Private, et 
les éleves de la Ballantrae Public School de Stouffville ont 
réalisé une installation en marge de |’exposition Barnes. 

En 1994-1995, la commandite d’entreprise a rendu 
possible la réalisation d’un grand nombre d’expositions et 
de programmes. I] vaut de mentionner la générosité de la 
Gluskin Sheff & Associates Inc. qui a versé 1 million de 
dollars a exposition Barnes. II s’agit de la plus impor- 
tante somme jamais consentie par une entreprise privée 
pour la commandite d’un événement culturel au pays. A 
ce chapitre, la Nelvana Limited a non seulement offert au 
Musée son fonds archival de films d’animation et d’ac- 
tion, mais s’est engagée a appuyer les activités familiales, 
y compris la semaine de relache scolaire, pour les quatre 
prochaines années. Le Musée a également bénéficié de 
l'appui de plusieurs fondations. La Tecolote Foundation a 
rendu possible la réinstallation de la collection d’art bri- 


tannique du 18° siécle; la Laidlaw Foundation a appuyé la 
nouvelle série « Perspectives on Art and Contemporary 
Culture »; et la Henry White Kinnear Foundation a 
financé le nouveau théatre éducatif voué a la prestation de 
programmes spéciaux. 

Cette année encore, le Musée a bénéficié de la générosité 
du secteur privé et a vu sa collection s’enrichir de plus de 
1 250 ceuvres. Remarquables par leur représentation his- 
torique et artistique, ces dons nous donnent raison de 
croire que les ceuvres que nous collectionnons pour la 
population de |’Ontario sont a la fois une précieuse 
ressource intellectuelle et la clé de notre patrimoine 
culturel. Un développement avisé et représentatif de la 
collection du Musée rend possible la concentration des 
ressources et le maintien d’un profil unique au sein de la 
communauté muséale. 

Dans un tel contexte, des nombreux dons exceptionnels 
offerts cette année au Musée, un en particulier s’impose en 
exemple. En effet, le Musée a recu d’un donateur anonyme 
quelque 240 cadres de maitres anciens provenant de l’une 
des plus importantes collections du genre jamais assem- 
blées a notre époque. Le groupe comprend de magnifiques 
cadres fabriqués en Italie, en France, en Espagne, aux 
Pays-Bas, en Allemagne et en Angleterre représentant 
divers styles et périodes : baroque, rococo, néoclassique, 
Empire, Renaissance et Biedermeier. Ce don offre au 
Musée la possibilité unique de contribuer a l’analyse, la 
publication et exposition des cadres dans un contexte 
historique. 

Le Comité des bénévoles s’est toujours montré 
extrémement généreux, et 1994-1995 n’a pas fait excep- 
tion a la régle. Principal projet de collecte de fonds de 
Vannée, « Art in Bloom » réunissait de magnifiques com- 
positions florales s’inspirant des chefs-d’ceuvre de la col- 
lection du Musée. Le Comité a financé une des salles inuit 
en hommage aux bénévoles. Il a également établi une 
bourse annuelle destinée aux étudiants du programme 
d’ateliers avancés de |’Ecole du Musée. Je tiens 4 souli- 
gner le role de premier plan qu’ont joué les bénévoles 
durant l’exposition Barnes. Plus de 1 700 personnes sont 
venues grossir les rangs des bénévoles pour accueillir les 
visiteurs et venir en aide au personnel de la Boutique du 
Musée. Le service de location de guides acoustiques dans 
le cadre de l’exposition Barnes était exploité conjointe- 
ment par les bénévoles et Acoustiguide Canada. Je tiens a 
exprimer ma reconnaissance aux bénévoles dont l’appui 
désintéressé est a la source des succés du Musée. 

Nous avons le regret de perdre notre directeur Glenn 
Lowry, qui a accepté le poste de directeur du Museum of 
Modern Art de New York. Nous lui souhaitons beaucoup 
de succés dans ses nouvelles entreprises. En quatre ans, 
M. Lowry a effectué de remarquables changements et 


largement contribué aux succés du Musée. Nous 
souhaitons la bienvenue a son successeur Maxwell L. 
Anderson, ancien directeur du Michael C. Carlos 
Museum a Atlanta. 

Je tiens a exprimer ma gratitude aux membres du 
conseil d’administration et de la Fondation, dont la 
compétence et le dévouement ne sont plus a démontrer. 
Ils ont a coeur la stabilité et a la croissance du Musée. 
LVaction concertée des administrateurs et des employés 
fait du Musée des beaux-arts de l’Ontario lune des 
institutions culturelles les plus dymaniques et les plus 
novatrices au Canada. 

Je tiens également a remercier le personnel du Musée 
pour son ardeur et son enthousiasme. Témoignant d’un 
esprit d’initiative et d’une ténacité remarquable, le per- 
sonnel nous a permis de relever avec brio les défis de cette 
derniére année.

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ACQUISITIONS 


A collection is alive and ever-changing, nurtured by the care of the curato- 
rial staff and rooted in the generosity and commitment of friends of the 
Gallery. A collection reflects both art-making practices and art historical 
interests. While it reflects the views of many individuals, it is directly linked 
to service, scholarship and the pleasure given to its viewers. After all, col- 
lections are for display and study. This year we were privileged to add to 
the collection works of exceptional quality, which often represented an 
artist or style in remarkable depth. 

The key acquisition of the year was an anonymous gift of 240 European 
Old Masters frames. This unique addition to the collection will enable the 
Gallery to explore in significant detail the history of frames and to estab- 
lish the Gallery as a leader in this newly considered chapter of art history. 
Vivian and David Campbell continued to be among the most generous of 
Gallery supporters with a range of gifts, highlighted by an extraordinary 
collection of 27 multiples by contemporary American artist Bruce Nauman. 
Alan and Alison Schwartz made notable gifts to the contemporary collec- 
tion, building upon works given in past years. Also in the contemporary 
collection, an anonymous donor gave 28 remarkable works by Canadian 
painter Paterson Ewen. These works, which span Ewen’s 45-year career, 
position the Gallery to become the principal study centre for Ewen’s work. 
It was particularly gratifying to designate such support for a contemporary 
Canadian artist. 

The Inuit and photography collections continued to grow through 
focused acquisitions. George Swinton and his family added to their unique 
gift of work by Inuit artists with 178 sculptures, prints, drawings and related 
works, augmenting the Gallery’s position as one of the foremost research 
sites for Inuit art in Canada. The work of Michel Lambeth, a pioneering 
Canadian photographer who chronicled the burgeoning Toronto art scene 
of the 1960s, was added to the photography collection. Seventy-six 
photographs by Lambeth and his contemporaries were generously donated 
by Av Isaacs. Dr. B. Shashi and Janet E. Dewan augmented a previous gift 
of work by 19th-century photographer Linnaeus Tripe with additional 
prints of Madura, India in the mid-18S0s. 

Important acquisitions in the European collection include the second 
and final group of 119 prints by James (Jacques-Joseph) Tissot from the 
collection of Allan and Sondra Gotlieb. The finest collection of Tissot 
prints outside the Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris, this group (which now 
totals 133 works) was recently exhibited in Europe and North America. 

Finally, it is with pleasure we note that the Gallery has continued to 
benefit from the generosity of Joey and Toby Tanenbaum, whose patronage 
to the Gallery is well known. An outstanding canvas by French artist 
Horace Vernet, Marine (Combat de corsaires, au lever de soleil) (1818), 
from the collection of Louis-Philippe, duc d’Orléans (later King Louis 
Philippe of France) is an important addition to the 19th-century collection. 
Vernet’s spectacular work, which predates Géricault’s famous Shipwreck 
(The Raft of the “Medusa’) (1819) exemplifies the Romantic vision of the 
picturesque and the exotic.

ART GALLERY OF ONTARIO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Management Responsibilities 


The Board of Trustees, which is responsible for, among other things, the financial statements of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario (the “Gallery”), delegates to management the responsibility of the financial 
statements. Responsibility for their review is that of the Audit Committee. Each year the Trustees of 
the Gallery appoint independent auditors to examine and report directly to them on the financial 
statements. The financial statements were prepared by management in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, which were consistently applied. Management maintains a system of 
internal accounting controls to ensure that transactions are accurately recorded on a timely basis, are 
properly approved and result in reliable financial statements. There are limits inherent in all systems 
based on the recognition that the cost of such systems should not exceed the benefits to be derived. 
Management believes its system provides the appropriate balance in this respect. 

The Gallery's Audit Committee is appointed by the Board of Trustees annually and comprises sev- 
eral non-management individuals. The committee meets with management and with the indepen- 
dent auditors (who have free access to the Audit Committee) to satisfy itself that each group is prop- 
erly discharging its responsibilities and to review the financial statements and the independent audi- 
tors’ report. The Audit Committee reports its findings to the Board of Trustees for its consideration 
in approving the financial statements for issuance to the Members of the Gallery.

1. Summary of significant accounting policies 


The Art Gallery of Ontario (the “Gallery”) is an agency of the 
Ministry of Culture, Tourism and Recreation of the Province of 
Ontario by virtue of the Art Gallery of Ontario Act 1966. 


The financial statements of the Gallery have been prepared on a 
going concern basis in accordance with generally accepted account- 
ing principles consistently applied. The significant accounting poli- 


cies are summarized below: 


a) Fund accounting 


The accounts of the Gallery are maintained in accordance with the 
principles of fund accounting by which resources for various pur- 
poses are classified for accounting and reporting purposes into 
funds that are in accordance with the direction issued by the Board 
of Trustees. Transfers between the funds are made when approved 
by the Executive Committee. For financial reporting purposes, there 
are two groups of funds: 


(i) The general funds include the day-to-day transactions of the 
Gallery's Operating Fund, Dining Services and Gallery Shop. In 
1993, the Volunteer Committee and the Gallery formed the 
Gallery Shop on the basis of a joint venture to operate all 
retail activities. All profits and losses are shared equally by the 
partners. 


(ii) The capital funds comprise funds which are not available to 
meet operating expenditures. The Acquisitions Fund is primari- 
ly for the purchase of art and includes, at a nominal value of 
one thousand dollars, the Gallery's collection of works of art 
which have been donated to the Gallery or purchased by it. The 
Volunteer Activities Fund is operated by the Volunteer 
Committee. The Building Fund includes amounts that are des- 
ignated to finance expansion and major repairs to the Gallery’s 
facilities, including the Stage Ill Expansion. 


(b) Basis of Statement of Financial Activities 

The statement of financial activities shows the funds received by, dis- 
bursed by or transferred between the various Gallery funds in the 
current reporting year using the accrual basis of the accounting. 

(c) Marketable Securities 

Marketable securities are carried at market value. 


(d) Inventory 


Inventories of goods held for resale are valued at the lower of cost 


and net realizable value. 


(e) Works of Art 


In conformity with accounting policies generally followed by art 
museums, the value of works of art has been excluded from the bal- 
ance sheet except for a nominal value of one thousand dollars. The 
value of art acquired by gift during the year is included in the state- 
ment of financial activities as revenue at appraised value as deter- 
mined by individual appraisers. Purchased art is included in the 
statement of financial activities at cost and, together with gifted art 
acquired during the year, is shown as accession of art for collection. 


(f) Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets are accounted for as expenditures in the period they 
are acquired except for a nominal amount of one thousand dollars 
included in the balance sheet. Accordingly, no depreciation is 
recorded in the accounts. 


(g) Grants, Donations and Bequests 


Grants, donations and bequests are included in the statement of 
financial activities in the year received or receivable, except where 


the revenues are directed to a specific activity by the donor. 


Funds for designated programs received prior to the year in which 
the program is to be carried out are recorded in the balance sheet 
as deferred revenue. 


(h) Pledges 


Pledges are not recorded as revenue until the pledged donations are 
received by the Gallery. 


(i) Donated Services 


The value of volunteer and other services donated to the Gallery is 
not recorded in the financial statements. 


(j) Membership Fees 


Annual membership fees are included in the operating revenue as 


received. 


2. The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 


The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation (the “Foundation”) is incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Ontario as a separate corporation without 
share capital and receives and manages the general endowment 
funds of the Gallery. The accounts of the Foundation are not included 
in the accompanying financial statements. Funds from the Foundation 
are given to the Gallery when approved by the independent Board 
of Trustees of the Foundation. 


During the year, the Foundation contributed $483,000 (1994 - 
$255,000), and $27,000 (1994 — $37,000) respectively to the 
Operating and Acquisitions Fund of the Gallery. 


3. Bank Loans 


The Gallery has two lines of credit, one for operating purposes and 
one to finance the Stage III Expansion. 


The line of credit for operating purposes is a $4.5 million revolving 
demand loan bearing interest at the prime lending rate plus one 
quarter percent. 


The line of credit for the Stage Ill Expansion is a $15 million non- 
revolving demand loan, repayable in full on or before September 30, 
1996, with an interest rate of prime plus one percent. 


Interest expenses for the Operating Fund and Stage III Expansion are 
respectively $10,000 (1994 - $51,000) and $1,284,000 (1994 - 
$969,000). 


4. Pension Plan 


The Gallery maintains a pension plan which covers substantially all of 
its employees. The plan provides retirees with pension benefits based 
on previous contributions or on the greater of length of service and 
the last five years of earnings. The most recent actuarial reports 
were prepared as at December 31, 1993, based on management's 
best estimates of employee compensation levels, turnover, retire- 
ment rates, mortality, inflation and investment returns. Based on 
these estimates, the present value of the accrued pension benefits as 
at December 31, 1994 is projected to be approximately $5,592,000. 
The net assets available as at December 31, 1994 to provide these 
benefits is approximately $6,525,000. Pension expense for the year 
was $123,000 (1994 — $308,000). As at March 31, 1995, there have 
been no significant changes in the Gallery’s obligation or the value 
of assets available to meet these obligations. The excess amount 
funded over the amount expensed is included in the balance sheet 


as deferred pension expense. 


5. Income Tax 


The Gallery is a registered non-profit organization under the Income 


Tax Act and is exempt from income tax. 
6. Statement of Changes in Financial Position 
A separate statement of changes in financial position is not present- 


ed as cash flows from operating, investing and financing activities 


are contained in the other financial statements. 


7. Stage III Expansion 


The Gallery completed the Stage III building program in 1993. 
During the year certain additional costs were incurred. The total cost 
of the project including interest expense is $62.3 million to the end 
of March 1995. 


At March 31, 1995, the Gallery had received $45.1 million including 
grants, donations and interest income. In addition, pledges made by 
the private sector toward the Stage III Expansion project payable in 
1995/96 and subsequent years amount to approximately $3.5 mil- 
lion. These outstanding pledges are not recorded in the financial 
statements.

9. Fund Transfers 


During the year, $1,300,000, which includes $925,000 earned by the 
Gallery Shop during the Barnes Exhibition, was transferred from the 
Operating Fund to the Volunteer Fund, being 50 percent of the net 
profits of the Retail Joint Venture. $250,000 was transferred from 
the Volunteer Fund to the Operating Fund, being the sponsorship of 
the “Innuit Gallery”. $29,000 was transferred from the Volunteer 
Fund to Acquisitions in support of purchase of works of art.

The comparative financial statements have been reclassified from 


statements previously presented to conform to the presentation of 
the 1995 financial statements. 


PROGRAMS, 


Barnes Exhibit Programming 
From September to December 1995, programming focused 
on The Barnes Exhibit. Over 37,000 students visited the 
exhibition with school groups, and, in addition, Gallery 
educators presented a variety of workshops and lectures 
for their teaching colleagues. 

Adult studio workshops focused on the Barnes Collection 
to explore the nature of colour. A special weekly noon-hour 
film series featured Impressionist themes. Adult groups par- 
ticipated in a special orientation to the exhibition with such 
programs as “Breakfast with Barnes” and “Conversation 
with Barnes.” 


School Programs 

The Gallery offers interactive learning experiences in both 
English and French for students from the Early Years to 
the Specialization Years. Programs range from tours of the 
Gallery’s collection and temporary exhibitions to studio 
activities and themes that reflect the education sys- 
tem’s new integrated curriculum guidelines. Such new 
programs as “Looking Inside Out,” which addresses cul- 
tural diversity for elementary students, reflect the holistic 
and global education approach that the Gallery is inte- 
grating into its programming. 


Professional Development for Teachers 

A wide variety of services is available for educators to 
enrich their use of the Gallery as a program development 
resource. Programs include professional development 
workshops, in-service training, pre-visit orientation materials 
and teacher resource kits. These programs are cross-cur- 
ricular and designed to meet the needs of both generalist 
teachers at the elementary level and teachers of history, 
English, media literacy and art at secondary and post- 
secondary levels. 


Talks and Tours 

Talks and walking tours of the Gallery’s collection and spe- 
cial exhibitions are offered in English, French, Cantonese 
and Mandarin. Visits are also customized in response to 
special needs. “Ask Me” guides are stationed regularly in 
the contemporary galleries to respond to questions and 
informally discuss contemporary art with visitors. The 
Gallery also offers programs for adult learners of English 
as a Second Language, which are designed to stimulate 
interest in our collections while giving adult students the 
opportunity to develop their English-speaking skills. 

In order to provide multiple perspectives on works of 
art, the Gallery developed a series of talks by artists and 
other personalities. Recent examples included a full pro- 
gram around The Michael Snow Project with partici- 
pants from filmmaking, literature, graphic design, visual

arts, architecture and the media. The exhibition Dan 
Graham: Public/Private featured talks by Dan Graham 
and other artists, architects and urban designers, as well 
as a panel discussion among representatives from the 
music, literature and filmmaking disciplines. 

Another new touring program, New Ways of Looking at 
Art: Improv Art and Tales, was launched in 1994/95. These 
informal tours, which involve audience participation, 
explore new ways of looking at art focusing on a more 
personal and imaginative approach to interpretation. 


Off the Wall! - Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre 

The interactive Off the Wall! program in the Dr. Mariano 
Elia Hands On Centre provides visitors of all ages with 
ten dynamic activity stations, where everything from 
computers to period costumes can be used to explore art 
concepts. In 1994/95 the centre bustled with over 20,000 
adults and children who played, explored, built things 
and imagined. Two new activity stations invited visitors 
to creatively investigate ideas in the Michael Snow and 
Barnes exhibitions. 


Sunday Studio 

The Gallery’s popular drop-in Sunday Studio allows visi- 
tors the opportunity to try their hand at drawing, paint- 
ing, printmaking and sculpture. 


Family Programming 

A growing public demand for family activities inspired 
the Gallery to launch Family Sundays in January 1995. 
Families participated in many activities, including build- 
ing wooden sculptures in the galleries; exploring the col- 
lection through the stories, music and rhythms of Toronto 
storytellers; learning about animation; and much more. 
This new program met with tremendous success and will 
continue in 1995/96. 
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The Gallery’s March Break program attracted over 
8,000 parents and children. Special programs included 
puppet shows, youth dance performances, computer art 
and animation workshops. 


Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School 

Continuing a tradition that has spanned more than 60 
years, the Gallery School offers a wide variety of studio 
art classes. Students benefit from the spectacular studio 
space and from access to the Gallery’s collection. Students 
of all ages are supervised by professional artists and 
instructors. 


Lectures/Symposia/Dialogues 
The Gallery offers a series of lectures and symposia to 
complement major exhibitions and aspects of the collec- 
tion. In 1994/95, lectures focused on the exhibitions The 
Michael Snow Project and The Barnes Exhibit, and also 
on aspects of works of art on paper. Lectures were also 
presented in the Gallery’s historic house, The Grange. 
This past year saw the launch of the ongoing Wednes- 
day evening program series, Perspectives on Art and Con- 
temporary Culture, which explores current issues and 
debates. The programs in this series explore the Gallery’s 
role to serve as a forum for a broad range of communi- 
ties, interests, values, experiences and cultural practices. 
The first theme in this series, Drawing the Line: 
Censorship and Sexuality, presented in cooperation with 
the CBC, explored the issue of “acceptable”sexual norms 
and representation in works of art through a variety of 
talks, lectures, film presentations, readings, displays and 
discussions. The second series, Locating Communities, 
addressed issues of community, identity and displacement. 


Community Projects 

As part of its commitment to be a forum in which mem- 
bers of the public can respond and interact with art, the 
Gallery has developed a new program of community pro- 
jects. This program enables individuals and groups to 
present their own installations based on their reaction to 
works of art on display. In 1994/95, installations were 
presented by Environmental Design students from the 
Ontario College of Art in response to the works and 
themes presented in the exhibition Dan Graham 
Public/Private, and by elementary level students from 
Ballantrae Public School in Stouffville, Ontario in response 
to the Impressionist works on display in The Barnes 
Exhibit. 

Paper Prayers, another community project, was launched 
in November 1994 by the Art Gallery of Ontario to com- 
memorate the loss suffered throughout the community as 
a result of AIDS. Members of the public were invited to 
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make “paper prayers” as a wish for good health and a 
cure for the sick. The prayers were displayed at the 
Gallery and visitors were invited to take a paper prayer 
and leave a donation to “From All Walks of Life,” 
Toronto’s fund-raising walk for AIDS. 


Film and Video 

In 1994/95 the Gallery co-presented hundreds of films in 
the Jackman Hall, working primarily with Cinematheque 
Ontario, but also with many community groups includ- 
ing the Toronto Film Society, the Toronto Jewish Film 
Society, the Lesbian and Gay Film and Video Festival of 
Toronto, Desh Pardesh, the Images Festival of Independent 
Film and Video, and others. 

The Gallery’s popular Friday noon-hour film series 
continued, drawn from the Edward P. Taylor Audio- 
Visual Centre’s collection of films and tapes on art and 
artists. 

The Gallery’s commitment to film and video as an art 
form was also demonstrated by the following exhibitions 
in the Film and Video Gallery: Presence and Absence: 
The Films of Michael Snow 1956-1991; Gary Hill: 
Selected Videotapes, 1978-1990; Dispersions identitaires : 
vidéogrammes récents du Québec/ Identity Dispersions: 
Recent Videos from Quebec. 


Live Performances 

The Gallery offers regular live performances throughout 
the year. Highlights of the recent year included presenta- 
tions of classical music with the Royal Conservatory of 
Music, the Canadian Chamber Academy, Opera Atelier, 
the Associates of Toronto Symphony, and many fine inde- 
pendent soloists and chamber groups. Performances of 
jazz and improvisational music were also presented 


throughout the year. Guests included Kieran Overs, Mike 
Murley, Casey Sokol, Brian Dickinson, Mosaic, James 
Pett and others. 

Dance performances form part of the Gallery’s ongoing 
series of live performances. In 1994/95 presenters included 
Hedy Minten, Carly Wong, David Earle, York University, 
Canadian Children’s Dance Theatre, KidCo and others.

Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre 

The Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre is widely used 
as a valuable resource by art historians, teachers, stu- 
dents, artists and members of the public across Canada. 
It lends a wide range of arts-related audio-visual materi- 
als across Canada. The centre’s holdings include more 
than 152,000 slides and close to 1,000 videotapes, as 
well as a wide selection of media kits, audiotapes and a 
growing collection of videodiscs. 


Edward P. Taylor Research Library and Archives 

The Art Gallery of Ontario houses Toronto’s premier art 
research library. Its collection includes over 100,000 vol- 
umes on the history of art, 40,000 documentation files 
on Canadian art and artists, manuscript collections and 
publications in microform. The library also encompasses 
the Gallery’s institutional archives. 


Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 

The Gallery’s collection of more than 11,000 works on 
paper can be seen, appreciated and studied by members 
of the public in the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing

Study Centre. The centre hosts group visits from post- 
secondary institutions and provides lectures to special 
interest groups. In 1994/95, a new program series entitled 
“Close Encounters” was launched. This series, offered in 
both the Marvin Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre 
and the Anne Tanenbaum Gallery School, combined inti- 
mate firsthand viewing and discussion of the masterworks 
with guest speakers and studio activities. 


Photographic Resources 

A large selection of photographs, slides and ektachromes 
of the Gallery’s collection and special exhibitions are 
available for research, study and purchase. 


Gallery Shop 
The Gallery Shop features a unique selection of books, 
videos, reproductions, posters, artist-designed jewellery, 
gifts, Canadian crafts, children’s games, art activity items 
and the Art Rental and Sales Gallery. 

The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture between 
the Art Gallery of Ontario and its Volunteer Committee. 
All proceeds help support Gallery activities. 


Dining Services 

Visitors to the Gallery can choose from a variety of din- 
ing services — its café, restaurant, Atrium Bar and the 
Ridley Members’ Lounge. The Gallery also provides a 
unique setting for special events and receptions organized 
by its corporate and private clients.

The Gallery’s body of volunteers is one of its most 
valuable resources. Over 900 volunteers enhance the 
institution’s operation through their contribution and 
participation in virtually every area of the Gallery. 


The Barnes Exhibit 
Gallery volunteers played a critical role in providing ser- 
vices to visitors during The Barnes Exhibit. They under- 
took the acoustiguide service as a joint venture with 
Acoustiguide of Canada. 

Over 1,700 additional volunteers were recruited to 
help operate the Acoustiguide sales, retail and satellite 
shops and to meet and greet Gallery visitors. 


The Grange 

Volunteers are responsible for the operation of The 
Grange and its programs. Built in 1817, The Grange is 
the oldest existing brick house in Toronto and was the 
Gallery’s first home. It is fully restored to its 1830s splen- 
dour and is operated by the volunteers as a “living” 
museum. Special activities in 1994/95 included lectures 
and guided tours for children, adults and English as a 
Second Language (ESL) groups. 


Retail Activities 

The Gallery Shop is operated as a joint venture between 
the Art Gallery of Ontario and its Volunteer Committee. 
Volunteers are actively involved in every aspect of the 
shop’s operation including staffing and product selection 
in the Book, Gift, Jewellery and Reproduction depart- 
ments as well as the Art Rental and Sales Gallery. All pro- 
ceeds from the Gallery Shop support Gallery activities.

Docents 

Docents provide gallery talks and tours for special, adult 
and school groups, for the “Ask Me” program in the 
contemporary galleries and for ESL groups. Docents also 
contribute talks and tours for special projects of the 
Volunteer Committee and for corporate events. 


Fund-Raising 
The volunteers are known for their innovative and entre- 
preneurial skills in fund-raising. Art in Bloom, a major 
fund-raising project of the Volunteer Committee in 
1994/95, included an exhibition of flowers and art by 
garden club members and professional florists from Ontario 
as well as a program of lectures and demonstrations. 
The volunteers also sponsored a gallery of Inuit art 
and created a bursary, the proceeds of which are to be 
awarded annually to support students in the Gallery 
School’s Advanced Studio program. Volunteers also 
directed funds to various Gallery activities, such as the 
acquisition of works of art for the Gallery’s collection, 
exhibition and program sponsorship, and acquisitions 
for library and audio-visual centres. 


Travel AGO/Gallery Hopping 

The Volunteer Committee organizes trips that focus on 
the art and architecture of cities around the world. In 
1994/95, Travel AGO organized visits to New Orleans, 
Spain and Portugal, Eastern Europe, Hudson River, 
Mexico and Venice. 

Gallery Hopping offers members short trips to local 
treasures, new galleries and special exhibitions. Gallery 
Hops this year included visits to centres in Toronto and 
southern Ontario. 


Membership Centre 

Throughout 1994/95 volunteers operated the Libby and 
Blair MacAulay Membership Centre in George Weston 
Hall, where they offered information about membership 
benefits, sold or renewed memberships, and provided on- 
site orientation to visitors. Membership volunteers were 
active throughout the year supporting special events, 
exhibition openings, special exhibitions and fund-raising 
projects. A special corps of student volunteers was also 
recruited to assist with March Break, Kidsummer and 
other special events. 


Resource Centres 

The Gallery’s resource centres depend on volunteer re- 
sources to extend their service to the public. In 1994/95 
volunteers supported the operations of the Marvin 
Gelber Print and Drawing Study Centre, the Edward P. 
Taylor Research Library and Archives, the Lismer 
Library and the Dr. Mariano Elia Hands On Centre. 


Junior Committee 

The Junior Committee of the Volunteer Committee focuses 
its activities on staffing, selecting and developing prod- 
ucts for the children’s section of the Gallery Shop, art 
education, and fund-raising. A cookbook entitled Simply 
Soups, Salads and Sweets was published and the proceeds 
designated for new acquisitions. 


Young Associates 

The Young Associates of the Art Gallery of Ontario is a 
special committee of the Volunteer Committee.
